EXECUTIVE  VICE  PRESIDENT 

Richard  H.  "Dick"  O'Connell  became  the  front-office  leader  of  the  Red 
Sox  on  September  27,  I960.  For  several  years  prior  to  this  he  was  the 
Business  Manager  of  the  club  as  well  as  director  of  all  park  operations 
at  Fenway  Park. 

In  his  new  capacity,  Dick  will  continue  as  business  head  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  and  will  cooperate  with  Manager  Mike  Higgins  regarding  team  per¬ 
sonnel  and  with  Neil  Mahoney,  Director,  concerning  the  Minor  League 
System  and  player  personnel. 

Dick  thus  succeeded  Stanley  R.  "Bucky"  Harris,  who  had  been  Executive 
Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  organization.  The  office  of 
general  manager,  as  the  title  had  been  commonly  known,  was  eliminated. 

Dick  is  the  first  local  product  to  be  front  office  leader  of  the  Red  Sox. 
A  native  of  Winthrop,  Massachusetts,  he  is  a  Boston  College  graduate, 
class  of  1937.  He  played  baseball  and  football  at  Winthrop  High  School 
and  at  Boston  College.

He  was  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific  Area  during  almost  all  of 
the  second  World  War.  During  his  overseas  service,  he  was  officer  in 
charge  of  enemy  base  intelligence  and  photographic  interpretation  on  the 
staff  of  the  Joint  Intelligence  Center  connected  with  Commander  in  Chief, 
Pacific  Fleet.  His  duties  included  activities  in  the  planning  stages  of 
Pacific  invasions  from  Tarawa  in  1943  to  Okinawa  in  1945. 

Dick  is  married  and  makes  his  home  in  Belmont  with  his  wife  and  three 
children,  Kevin,  II,  Stephen,  10  and  Kathleen,  7.
